Owing to 
the stormy weather the audience was 
yfiTY small, acarcely aeventy-flve be- 
ing present. 

Attorney Hoy of Dallaa. Texas, was 
tho speaker nnd waa Introduced as 
the best In that line. Mr, Hoy was a 
very fluent talker and covered the es- 
sential points of that organization, as 
regards, what It stood for and what 
work It hoped to accomplish In a very 
effective manner. 

The speaker pointed out that the 
American Press was bought over by 
the enemies of the Klan and conse- 
quently tho American public were 
very biased In their opinion of this 
organization. Ho stated that the 
Klan was for law and order and keep-

Charles Shaw, bachelor farmer, re- 
siding southeast of Hebron, committ- 
ed suicide by taking a teaspoonful of 
Paris Green. For about thirty-six 
hours ho suffered every agony and al- 
though every attention was given him 
tho polHon which he had token proved 
fatal and he passed away, Thursday 
evening. Mr. Shaw had become des- 
pondent over ill health and no doubt 
the recent Illness and death of his 
brother, James Shaw, nnd a alster. 
preyed upon hla mind and hla decis- 
ion to end his life came after due 
consideration. In fact ho told those 
attending him that he was tired of 
living and wanted to die. 

Charles Shaw waa bom In Canada, 
December 2. 1851, and passed away, 
Thursday evening at 7 o'clock, March 
20. 1924, at tho ago of 71 yeara, 3 
months arid IS days. 

Tho deceased waa the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Smjth Shaw and waa one of 
a family of four sons and two daugh- 
ters, Esmond nnd Albert, of Peotone, 
111., and Mary Evan of Farmoroa. Ul., 
survive; Mrs. Eliza J. Angus passed 
away. December 25, 1923, James W. 
Shaw passed away February G, 1924. 
Funeral services were held at Poo- 
tone, Sunday horning at 0:30 In 
charge of Hev. A. E. Dlomberg and 
Interment was In the cemetery there.

The case of Rose Gorbracht against 
Lake county for poajjosslon of about 
150 acres of awamp land In the region 
of Grass lake was Inat week continu- 
ed by Judge Eari Rcynolda of Rock- 
ford.

During my eight weeks In Springfieid last year protecting the 
milk farmers, I learned a lot of things regarding the .working of 
our state legislature and the character of the men we sent down 
there to represent us.
